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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

1 . Claims 2-3, 25-28, 49-55 and 63-68 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, 
because the specification, while being enabling for 6-carbon aromatic ring each optionally 
substituted one or two CH groups substituted with N, does not reasonably provide enablement 
for 5- or 6-carbon aromatic rings containing a O or S or S, O and N combinations. The 
specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is 
most nearly connected, to make and use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 
There is no teaching for rings containing an O or an S or S, O and N combinations. 

2. Claim 1, 56-57 and 60-62 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In Claims 1 and 56, the claim language "unsubstituted 6-carbon aromatic rings" is vague 
because "substituted" can be at ring or lateral position. If Applicants refer unsubstituted 6-carbon 
aromatic rings to only "phenyl" ring, they should claim so. See original definition for rings and 
Claim 62. 

Also, the claim language "unsubstituted straight chain alkyl group" for R 1 is vague 
because it contains at least one Si atom. 

In Claim 1 and 56, the range of m is vague because the range of m is an integer between 
3<m < 10 (i.e., m= 4-10) defined in R notation and m is an integer * 4-10 defined in proviso. 
What is the range for m when Y is CH3 or CF3? 
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3. Claims 4-6, 29-30 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 1/5/05, with respect to the rejection(s)of claim(s) 1, 55-57 
and 62 under 1 12 second paragraph and claims 2-6, 25-30, 49-54 and 63-68 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejections have been withdrawn. However, upon 
further consideration, new grounds of rejection are made in view of 1 12 first and second 
paragraphs cited above sections 1 and 2.
